BANGKOK, Siam, Feb. 12.—The Chinese in 
Siam are a vexed question, and how to get'on 
with them or without them is equally the 
problem. There are said to be 2,500,000 
Chinese in the whole kingdom, that number 
being based on the revenue derived from the 
trienfal poll tax of 3 ticals on each Chinese. 

In Bangkok, half the population is admit- 
ted to De Chinese, but to judge from the pro- 
portions in the street crowds, one would as- 
sume that three-fourths of the people were 
Chinese. All of them are immigrants from 
Hainan or Swatow, with a few Cantonese, 

Pew ever bring their families with them, 
and when they take Siamese wives it is as- 
grea that the children become Siamese, 
Wille they may grow up knowing only the 
gigmese language, and with no idea of ever 
mturning to China, these lupchas, as they 
are called, usually wear their hair in a long 
queue and adopt the loose coat and abundant 
pyiama trousers of their Chinese fathers. 
The missionaries say that these children of 
mixed Siamese and Chinese birth are the best 
students, that they unite the quickness of the 
Siamese mind with the persistence, the pa- 
tience, and steadiness of Chinese character.

There are many in the Chinese 
population, and these the French minister 
and consul do perpetually and thoroughly 
protect. Each one is registered at the French

BRITISH SAILOR MAY HAVE BEEN 
SHOT OUT OF SUBMARINE, 


Eleven Men Known to Have Been in 
' ‘Warship When It Was Sunk by a 
‘Steamer Recently Off English Coast 
—Vessel Raised and Only Ten Bodies 
Found Inside—Diver Finds Message 
Written Before Crew Died, but Its 


Contents Not Yet Revealed.

LONDON, April 11, 38 a. m.—Eleven men 
were lost in the submarine boat A 1, recently 
sunk off the Nab lightship. Only ten bodies 
were found in the ship when it was raised, 


Naval officers believe that the eleventh 
man was placed in a torpedo discharging 
tube and thus released, the object being to 
have him regain the surface with a view of 
getting aid to rescue his companions from 
the sunken vessel. 


Message Found, Kept Secret. 


A message written by a member of the 
crew was found in the boat by a diver who 
descended through the conning tower. Iis 
words have not been made public. 

The fact that the boat had been raised was 
announced in several papers on Saturday 
and today, but it was officially contra- 
dicted. The Daily News correspondent at 
Portsmouth, however, insists that the boat 
was raised and gives the details of an ex- 
amination of the interior of the hull.

The organization of both parties 
is fouled from the same source. 


Introducers of Blackmail Bills. 

In several instances where well known 
Dlackmail bills came to a vote they were 
G@éféated by the honest majority. These 
dills were to regulate, tax. license, or pro- 
hibit certain industries. They came from 
atout fifteen members, republicans and 
G@emocrats, most of whom were our Cook 

is well known 
that such measures were handed to some 
members for introduction, the manipulation 
und juggling of them in committee and on 
the floor being left to more astute and ex- 
perienced members, who made such business 
‘& regular industry. They steered most of 
these bills into the committees on municipal 
corporations, corporations, railroads, and 
license, and the bills either died there or at 
tome stage of the house proceedings.

Political Pay Roll Evil. 


The house organization showed great 
friendliness to these bills and party lines 
~were. not drawn for or against them. After 
the election of the speaker, party lines were 
» ‘drawn in no instances except to elect a 
United States senator and to create a repub- 
ican Supreme court district; yet party lines 
were Observed with perfunctory formality in 
Selecting the speaker and afterwards in 
naming the committees. The clique that 
aided the speaker’s nomination gained con- 
trol of the machinery of the house, to the 
detriment of legitimate business. Decent 
*men were left off important committees as 
m punishment fer fallure to support the 
eligque, while disreputable members were 
rewarded by favorable assiznments. 
‘The extravagant and corrupt legislative 
y roll, created by resolutions, was used, 
as well as committee assignments, to catch 
votes, at am unnecessary expense of $75,000 
to the state. This vicious pay roil can easily 
be defeated, and should be. Resolutions to 
add positions that are not provided by 
astatvute require a two-thirds vote to pass. It 
is not i*kely on roll call that such resolutions 
can bé passed, ena a roll cail will not be 
refused demand in the future. 


Overthrow of Gavel Rule. 


The’ speaker's refusal*to grant roll calls on 
anrendmenis to the Mueller bill, to permit 
Tatinicipalities to settle their own street rail- 
way problems, is what brought about fhe 
.Tetisiance on the part of the majority that 
ended the usurpation of members’ constitu- 
‘tHenal righis and their rights under the rules.

Investigating Committee’s Work. 


To investigate intimations by the speaker 
and charges by the Inter Ocean of the use 


of boodle by the backers ef the Mueller bill, 


a committee was subsequently appointed. 
It: was 80 composed that members of the 
organization or those supposed to be par- 
ticularly friendly to it were in the majority, 
and the mover of the resolution was ignored 
by the speaker in making up the committee. 
The majority demanded representation on 
the committee and six more jnembers were 
added to it. 

The investigation committee found no basis 
for the charge that the speaker had been 
approached by parties interested:in bribing 
him to perform his constitutional duty. 


Charter Amendment Important. 

One of the important matters to come be- 
fore thé voters this fall will be the proposed 
constitutional amendment, to pave the way 
for a new Chicago charter. It should be 
adopted in the interest of economical gov- 
ernment. As originally imtroduced in the 
legislature, the charter resolution provided 
for the consolidation of all the taxing bodies 
in Coek county. . The amended resolution, 
as it finally passed, omitted to provide for 
submitting to the voters the question of 
consolidating in the city. government the 
powers of the county and drainage boards. 

The Powers amendment to the civil service 
law was intended to take away from the civil 
service commission final jurisdiction in try- 
ing city employés for misconduct. It would 
have crippled the civil service law, making 
it more difficult to get rid of grafters. 


2 Records of Civil Service. 


In setting out records of members we have 
carefully considered their ‘attitude toward 
the state civil service bill—one of the meas- 
ures approved by the league’s platform. The 
plan to kill the bill by amendment succeed- 
ed; and without protest, no friend of the 
law could vote for the bill as sent from the 
house. The test votes were on amendments 
offered as follows: 

To exclude employés of the secretary of state and 
auditor from operation of the law. 

To give a preference to Spanish war veterans 
over those with higher markings, which would 
practically exclude all other applicants for public 
appointments by opening the doors to the 250,000 
Spanish wer veterans throughout the United 
States. 

To strike out the enacting clause, which would 
have terminated the fight by killing the bill at 
once, 

To make the elected state officers the civil service 
commission, thus creating @ partisan political 
board. 

To compel present incumbents to take an exam- 
ination under the law, which would have called 
for the examination of some 3,000 state em- 
ployés “s the firet six months of the com- 
mission. {ft would have been a perfunctory, non- 
competitive examination. 

To cut oft the salaries of the commissioners and 
secretary, thereby intending to cripple the law. 

To require that the law be adopted by a majority 
not of those voting on the proposition but of all 4 
the votes cast at an election to adopt the lew. 
Every blank would count against adoption. 

We cannot give the records of members 
on the county civil service bill, as it slum- 
bered and died in committee. It will be the. 
aim of the league at the coming session to 


‘see to‘it that a county civil service bill Is

Minority Representation a Farce. 

The constitutional provision to secure mi- 
nority representation has been made a farce 
by political manipulation. In some districts 
only three candidates are named for the 
house, and, as three are to be elected, the peo- 
ple have no choice. To break up this combina- 
tion the league was. compelled in the last 
campaign to put up several Independents, 
amd three were elected. If the political par- 
ties wish to avoid possible loss through elec- 
tion of independents, let them put upat least 
two candidates on each side and give the 
people some choice. Otherwise the league

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FOLK IN THE LEAD. 

It is not traditional in politics that a man 
making a reputation for uncovering the rot- 
tennéss of his own party in his own state 
should seek at its hands the nomination and 
election to the governorship of that state. 
Yet Circuit Attorney Folk:of St. Louis, the 
tireless foe of local and state corruption, is 
finding a democratic following that is prom- 
ising’ him the gubernatorial nomination. in 
spite of the frantic efforts of local and state 
“miachines.””

A committee of the New York east con- 
ference of the Methodist Episcopal church 
has investigated and dismissed charges of 
heretical teaching brought against Prof.

T was only by marriage that the duchess 
of Alba, whose death has just taken place 
at Paris, was the niece of Empress Eu- 
génie, who had remained on in the French 
capital ever since the demise of Princess 
Mathilde Bonaparte nearly two months ago 
in order to be with the duchess at the Hotel 
Bristol. The duchess, whdse husband, the 
sixteenth duke of Alba and ninth duke of. 
Berwick, died in New York at the Waldorf 
Astoria in 1901 during the America cup 
races, was a clever woman, daughter of the 
late duke of Fernan-Nunez, for so many 
years Spanish ambassador at Paris, and was 
not only a “ Dame du Palais,” but also an 
intimate friend of the queen mother Chris- 


proach to her—namely: that of unpunctu- 
ality. In fact, the duchess had no notion of 
the value of time, a shortcoming which she 
shared with her husband, and I have often

Thea duchess possessed great literary gifts. 
At the time of the Christopher Columbus 
quadri-centennial she issued a most interest- 
ing work of great torical value, contain- 
uments, state papers 
and letters, a dozen in the handwriting of 
Columbus, comprised among the archives 
of her own family and that of her husband, 
Some years later she came once more before 
the public with an issue of another work of 
the same kind, which bears the misleading 
title of ‘‘ Catalogue of the Collections of the 
Liria Palace.’ It is far from being a mere 
catalogue. On the contrary it is an erudite 
and careful selection of some 800 documents 
covering a period extending from the elev- 
enth century until the middle of the eight- 
eenth, and which brought forth for the first 
time after having lain so long concealed in 
the Liria palace, shed new and valuable light 
on the history, not alone of Spain but also 
of America. In the case of each document 
the duchess added notes giving information 
as to the personages and facts mentioned in 
the documents, many of which are repro- 
duced in fac-simile by means of photo- 
gravure. 

The death of the duchess cannot fail to have 
recalled to Empress Eugénie painful mem- 
ories of the death of that other duchess of 
Al who likewise ended her days in Paris, 
during the reign of Napoleon III., tended by 


looked upon her children as relatives par- 
ticularly near and dear to her. In fact; the 
younger son of the duchess of Alba, whose 
death has just taken place, is understood to 
pe destined to inherit a large portion of the 
fortune of the ex-empress, and has in con- 
nection therewith and at her request as- 
sumed the title and name of Count Montijo, 
which. was the patronymic of Eugénie, and 
of her sister, until their respective marriages. 

The present duke of Alba and the young 
count of Montijo, grandnephews therefore of 
the empress, and chief mourners at the 
funeral of their mother, have the royal blood 
of England !n their veins.: For they are 
descended from King James II. of England 
and Mrs. Godfrey, better known as Arabella 
Churchill, sister of the first duke of Marl- 
borough, and through her influence over 
King James, the founder of the fortunes of 
the duke of Marlborough’s family. King 
‘James conferred upon his son by Arabella 
Churchill the title of duke of Berwick, earl 
of Tinmouth and baron of Bosworth, by 
patent dated March 19, 1687, and these are 
recorded in the “ patent rolls’ of England, 
but the duke was attainted in 1695 by parlia- 
ment, whereby his honors became forfeited. 


The first duke of Berwick, who was like- 
wise created duke of Fitzjames by the king 
of France, and duke of Liria and of Zerica 
by the. king of Spain, married twice. His 
eldest son succeeded to his Spanish honors 
and retaine@ the title of duke of Berwick, 
undér which, his senior lineal descendant 
still figures in the Almanach de Gotha. The 
younger son inherited his father’s French 
titles, which are borne today by his descend- 
antethe sixth duke of Fitzjames, who is far 
-richer in armorial quarterings than in world- 
ly possessions and for many years was a 
conspicuous member of the entourage of the 
late Baron Hirsch, acting in a measure as his 
master of ceremonies and as organizer of his- 
entertainments. The duke’s younger brother, 
Count Henri Fitzjames, after being divorced 


by his wife, a Countess de Gontaut-Biron, 


came to this country in the train of the late 
Sybil Sanderson, two years ago, and an- 
nounced his engagement to her. But the 
prima donna changed her mind on her return 
to Paris, and the count has since then made 
his home in the United States. 

The Spanish line of Berwick and of Liria 
became through the marriage of the fifth 
duke of Berwick to the only daughter and 
sole heiress of the twelfth duke of Alba 
merged in the historic dukedom of Alba, a 
title which is now borne in conjunction with 
that of Berwick. The present duke of Aiba 
and Berwick was educated like his brother, 
the count de Montijo, in England at Eton, 
under the care of their grandaunt, Empress 
Eugénie, and both young noblemen. talk 
English without any trace of fpreign accent. 

There was a question at one moment of 
the duke taking:steps to secure the reversal 
of the attainder against the first duke of 
Berwick, with the object of the revival of 
the latter’s English peerages. But it was 
advised by’ counsel that before any parlia- 
mentary act of reversal of the attainder 
could be obtained, it would be necessary that 
the duke should become a naturalized sub- 
ject of the English crown, such naturaliza- 
tion entailing the renunciation of his allegi- 
ance to the king of Spain, under whom he 
held the titles of duke of Alba, of Liria, of 
Huescar, of Arjona, and of Olivares. Of 
course this was out of the question, and thus 
Empress Eugénie’s grandnephew remains 
the only British duke who figures as such in 
the Almanach de Gotha, but not in the Brit- 
ish official peerages.”’ 

T'wo things more are of interest to mention 
in connection with the present duke of Alba. 
One is that it was his grandfather, the fif- 
teenth duke of Alba, brother-in-law of Em- 
press Eugénie, who killed the United States 
minister, M. Soulé, in a duel at Madrid in the 
latter part of the fifties. Another is that 
the young duke, as well as his brother, the 
count de Montiji, are great-great-grandsons 
of William Kirkpatrick, who for many years 
was United States consul at Malaga and who 
lived for a time in Philadelphia. William 
Kirkpatrick was not really a Scotchman, as 
has been alleged, but an Irishman, hailing 
from the north of the Emerald isle, which 
he claimed as the land of his birth until his 
acquantance with some of the local Spanish 
aristocracy at Malaga filled his head with a 
mania on the subject of genealogy. 

He left Ireland, not as has been alleged by. 
biographers of Empress Eugénie on account 
of his devotion to the cause of the Stuarts, 
but merely for the sake of acting as buyer 
and drummer for a number of Belfast and 
Dublin grocers. In fact, the Scotch Kirk- 
patricks of Closeburn, of which’ ancient. 
house Sir Charlies Kirkpatrick is the head, 
repudiates all connection with William Kirk- 
patrick, and, thanks to the data relating to 
their lineage preserved at the Royal College 
of Meraids at Edinburg, have been able to 
show not only that William Kirkpatrick was 
in no sense related to their family, but more- 
over that the genealogical tree and ancestral] 
papers which he produced, showing him to 
be a Kirkpatrick of Closeburn at the time 
when he was endeavoring to overcome the 
objections of the family of the count de 
Montijo to the latter's marriage to the daugh- 
ter of a mere grocer, were nothing more nor 
less than impudent forgeries of the most 
barefaced description, | 

William Kirkpatrick himself had married 
one of the two daughters of a man of the 
name of Grevigny, who was at the head of a 
thriving grocery business at Bruges in Bel- 
gium. The other Mile. Grevigny became the 
wife of a French officer, Matthew de Lesseps, 
and through this marriage the mother of 
Ferdinand de Lesseps, the creator of the 
Suez canal. °

MUSIC AND THE DRAMA. |

At the Grand opera house last evening the 
German company presented for the first time 
in Chicago a drama by Max Halbe which 
has created a deep impression wherever 
given in Germany, and which proved to be 
one of the most powerful creations the 
modern school of playwrights of that coun- 
try has yet produced. 

The piece is a study in life conditiens and 
soul struggles among people living on the 
banks of the great Weichsel river not far 
from where it flows into the sea—in a locality 
far removed from all town existence, where 
the winters are long, gray, and dreary, and 
where the spring brings days and nights of 
fearsome watching because of the danger 
the rising of the river and the passing of the 
ice carry with them. Six persons are par- 
ticipants in the tragedy unfolded in three 
strong, closely bullt acts. Five of these are 
members of the family Doorn and the sixth 
is a servant who for years has been of the 
household. Twelve years before the action 
begins the father of the family died, and, ac- 
cording to the will produced after his death, 
all the property belonging to him was left to 
the eldest of his three sons, Peter, the two 
other boys, Heinrich and Jacob, being left 
unmentioned in the document. Heinrich had 
left home and had become an engineer, had 
Kived on the Rhine, and had prospered. 
Jacob, a mere youth, has beém little more 
than a servant in the brother’s house, and 
coming into manhood is full of bitterness be- 
cause of the injustice his father has shown. . 

The father, the day he died, told Jacob 
that provision had been made for all the 
brothers in the will, but this will never had 
been found, The old grandmother knows 
of Peter’s having concealed the second will, 
the old servant is also cognizant of the fact, 
and Peter’s wife has also learned some 
five years before, when her two children 
are brought to her drowned, that her hus- 
band is a criminal. He in his fearand agony 
at the death of the little ones then con- 
fessed as much. Heinrich returns home, 
commissioned by the government to carry 
out plans for the improving of the Weichsel, 
so.that the danger from floods may be 
averted. The grandmother fears the com- 
ing of some intangible evil which shall bring 
destruction on the household because of 
Peter's .misdoings, but she, like him, is 
hardened, and the restless longings and 
dissatisfaction of Jacob touch no one 
save the wife, Renate, whose grief at the 


agony at her husband's wrongdoing cause 
her to sympathize with the boy. Finally, 
goaded by Peter’s brutality into despera- 
tion, she tells Heinrich of the crime, be- 
lieving that the former will make restitu- 
tion. He defies them all, and when Jacob 
learns of the great wrong done him he 
swears vengeance. The river is rising and 
word is brought that some one is trying to 
pierce the dam. Peter rushes out, finds 
Jacob there, the brothers struggle, slip 
fall, and the stream takes its victims. : 

The piece is remarkable both for the strong 
character drawing it contains—each of the 
personages is a clearly defined, living per- 
sonality and individuality—and for the gray, 
hopeless, sullen atmosphere that surrounds 
every scene from first to last. The per- 
formance by the Wachsner company was 
excellent, Mr. Meyer-Higen, who thus bade 
farewell to Chicago, Playing Peter with 
striking power, making all the hardness and 
fierceness of the man’s nature evident. Mr. 
Hartberg, in the difficult emotional réle of 
Jacob, rare discretion; Miss Stei- 
mann was entirely adequate as the wife, and 
Mr. Niedt;offered a fine character ‘study as 
the old servant. :

GREAT railroad line, with many 
tracks, running as directly as pos- 
sible across the continent from New 
York to San Francisco, with branches 
reaching up into New England and 
down to tap the anthracite and bituminous 
coal country; in the west a great branch leay- 
ing the main road in Colorado and running 
northwest to a terminus on Puget Sound. 

All this to be built, owned, and controlled 
by the national government and to be used 
by any citizen or company, which, upon pay- 
ing toll and complying with strict regula- 
tions, may convey a car or a train of cars 
over the government tracks to the desired 
market. 

This suggestion is not made by a penniless 
socialist or an academic dreamer. It ts set 
forth by no less a person than the Hon. 
William J. Coombs of Brooklyn, N. Y. Mr. 
Coombs is the chairman of the advisory 
board of the Title Guarantee and Trust com- 
pany of Brooklyn, a corporation with a capi- 
tal of $8,000,000. He was the chosen repre- 
sentative of the United States government 
in the collection of its claims against the 
various Pacific railroads. He is recognized 
as a successful and conservative business 
man. He speaks out of a large experience 
and as an opponent of governmental control 
of railroads and of all other socialistic 
theories. j 

Mr. Coombs first made the suggestion in 
an address before the Manufacturérs’ asso- 
ciation of New York, the members of ‘which 
are the leading manufacturers of the city, 
and who certainly cannot be suspected of 
being too radical. This association prints 
Mr. Coombs’ address as the leading article 
in its official journal, and to that extent, at 
least, gives it its indorsement. 

Although they have not been given any 
great amount of publicity, Mr. Coombs’ ideas 
have attracted the serious attention of great 
financiers and especially of railroad men. It 
is understood that within the next few 


road managers in the country will be pres- 
ent. James J. Hill, head of the Northern 
Securities company, is one of those who will 
attend these conferences. 

** Why,’’ asks Mr. Coombs, midway in his 
address, “if it is legitimate for the govern- 
ment to construct a waterway through land 
in the aid of commerce—the Panama canal~— 
through which any citizen or company can, 
upon paying toll and complying with strict 
regulations, convey his or its boats or barges, 
is it not just as legitimate and feasible for it 
to construct.a steel way over land, upon 
which any railroad company, new or old, any 
corporation or private individual can convey 
a car or train of cars to the desired market ?’’ 

Mr. Coombs says that there is general ap- 


proval of government construction of the 


Panama canal, because the interests, politi- 
cal and commercial, involved in its construc- 
tion are too great to be intrusted to private 
hands and because the outlay of money is 
too vast and the prospects of profits too 
problematical ‘to tempt private capital. 

He goes on then to point out that in a 
country so vast in extent as the United States 
the transportation interests practically hold 
in their grasp and control al] other interests, 
no matter how powerful they may be. 

* Within the next ten years it will be neces- 
sary to double the trackage of rallroads in 
the United States in order to accommodate 
the rapidly increasing traffic. If the present 
plan of building roads, through corporate 
enterprise, is satisfactory, it will be far bet- 
ter not to disturb it.

This 
immense capitalization of railroads imposes 
an unnecessary burden upon agricultureand 


commerce in the way of freight charges nec- 


essary to meet dividends and 
charges. 

Within the last few years a great many 
railroads have been consolidated. Weak and 
small roads have been absorbed into larger 
systems and these systems brought together 
into groups. The inevitable result is that, 
unless checked, these groups will be consoll- 
dated under the direction of one great con- 
trolling company, managed by less than 4 
dozen men, from whose decisions, cloaked 
under corporate management, with no indl- 
vidual responsibility, there would be no ap 
peal. 

If such a consolidation should be formed it 
would doubtless also arrange to control the 
ecean marine service, in which case there 
would be nothing to prevent its control of 
every important industry in the country. In 
other words, the real rulers of a great coun- 


try like the United States are the mastersoft | 


its transportation. 

In order to show that this threatened evil 
is not the mere creature of an overheated 
imagination, Mr. Coombs quotes from the te 
port of the interstate commerce commission 
a paragraph to the effect that already the 
railroads are combining to make excessive 
rates which the commission is powerless to 
prevent and that “* the railroads now possess 
the power te tax unjustly every other species 
of property.”’ 

What shall be the remedy for this evil, 
already partially realized? Government 
ership and operation of railroads Mr. Coombs 
declares to be impossible and impracticable 
in the United States. 
mitting the condemnation of the railroads 
and their acquirement would put too much 
patronage in the hands of the administration 
in power. . 

The best plan, in the opinicn of Mr. Coombs, 


is to create new conditions which will doml- . 


nate and control the old. He then proposes 
the building of the great steel highway 
across the continent by the government, to 
remain under government ownership and 
control. 

This may seem a novel and impracticabis 
idea at first, and surrounded with Mifficulties, 
but the more you examine it the less difficult 
and impracticable it will seem. The science 
of railroading has been brought to such peft- 
fection that it would not be difficult with the 
modern appliances of block. signals, etc., to 
regulate the running of trains. There should 
be numerous tracks to accommodate trains of 
various speeds. It need not have expensive 
terminals in cities, they could make thelrown 
connections with the highway of the people. 
It would stop the absorption of local lines 
into the great systems, for as soon as they 
reached the main line they would have use of 
the public way to the great markets. This 
construction would also stimulate thé bufld- 
ing of new roads into sections that need them, 
and thus build up the unsettled portion of the 
country.”’ 

Mr. Coombs argues that by the adoption of 
his plan no legitimate existing interest would 
be sacrificed, as all existing roads would 
have an équal right to use the new publie 
roadway. 

He believes that it would solve the pro 
lem of controlling commerce between the 
states by offering equal privileges to ail 
Certainly, whatever may be the opinion 4s 
to the feasibility of Mr. Coombs’ proposal, 
he must be given credit for a conceptios 
which appeals to the imagination in a sple®- 
did way.

Follow the same process as for 
making cornmeal mush, only make thin, and 
do pot coak more than fifteen minutes. 

A cornmeal mush served fresh one morn- 
ing may be fried the next. As, when fried, 
is just as much a cereal, do not serve an- 
g@her variety to be eaten with sugar and 
jream at the same time. 

Rice, either flaked or cooked whole. hin 
nutritive standpoint, is unequaled as a 
‘renkfast food. It may be served with but- 
ier and shaved maple sugar as a change 
‘fom sugar and cream. This is also a good 
dressing for freshly cooked corn, mush. 

Rice may be cooked in such a way that it 
is almost like cream, and used as a substi- 
mie for it with any fruit, frésh or stewed. 
The “creamy ” part is lost, usually, in the 
several waters in which it is washed. Buy 
only the best rice, and cook halfa cup of it 
wihout Washing in a pint of milk for halt 
an bour. Stir it occasionally and serve 
garm, with any fruit with which ceram is 
‘ually used; or serve cold with«sliced or- 


ies ined oatmeal, far more delicate in fla- 
vor than whole oatmeal, should be rubbed 
a coarse sieve when hot.

| biblical: narratives is that they record facts 


as they happened or else that they are lies. 
This is a foolish and wicked position to take, 


true one—namely: that the biblical stories, 
generally of a miraculous character, are 
legend, poesy, saga, or myth. 

“ Religion never expresses itself in mere 
brute facts. It will let no fact stay fact, 
but will transfigure and idealize it.. An il- 
lustration is the difference between the David 


heart and spirit of a folk is seen far more 
, completely and beautifully in their legendary 
output than in the mere raw facts. It is for 
this reason that it is a great practical injury 
to religion for such men. as Henson to call 
a peoplée’s poesy ‘a pack of lies.’ ” 


‘ “Views Stated Too ‘Cridely. 


Dr. Henderson, who is professor of sociol-: 
ogy in the university, said: ‘‘ Canon Henson 
represents the ‘ broad church * branch of the 
Church of England, and his views are those 
of many of the clergy of that branch. Simi- 
lar views however, are held by liberal think- 
ers in‘'all denominations. But Canon Henson 
has stated these views in a bold, crude, un- 
sympathetic way which I think ts unjusti- 
fied and can accomplish little good. He 
wishes, I take it, to attack the old idea that 
the truth of religion is dependent on the his- 
torical accuracy of the bible. In that point, 
though not in his ruthless way of going at 
things, I can agree with him. The truth of 
religion is a thing of internal feeling and 
conviction.. It is quite independent of the 
correctness of the statements of the bible.’’ 

The Rev. James 8. Stone said that he dis- 
agreed with the English churchman. 

‘‘T am satisfied that if what Canon Henson 
says were true,” said he, ‘‘it would have 
been impossible to evolve Christianity out 
of those events and truths which form the 
basis for the bible.” 

The Rev. J. H. Edwards declar that 
Canon Henson was not in sympath with 
the ‘principies of the church.

It is. provided in the club circular, diet 
issued, that when a member shall have $100 
to his credit the secretary and treasurer shall 
give him a certified check for that amount, 
drawn to the order of the judge of the Juve- 
nile court. The latter is to indorse the check 
to the member, giving him a full discharge 
or pardon by the governor. The secretary 
and treasurer shall also secure a letter of 
recommendation from the member’s em- 
ployer. The boy then shall have the option 
of contifulng to live at the club as an asso- 
ciate member on payment of dues.

-Activity in Building on the Increase— 
Traffic Conditions Better, but Bad 

‘Roads Delay Movement in Country— 
Coal Market Still Weak—Fair Buy- 
ing of Iron and Steel at Steady 
Prices—Northern Lumber Output Is 
Cut. 


- Underlying market conditions continue to 
-#mprove slowly, and in the circumstances 
present prices for securities do not suggest 

@ range of values out of harmony with the 
_ general business situation. 

Undoubtedly there has been since the be- 
(ginning of the year a growth in confidence 
' that had been sharply disturbed for the pre- 
‘vious twelve months. In the late summer 
‘and fall of 1903 there occurred a series of 

bank failures due in large part to defalca- 

tions and overspeculation. Instances of sus- 

pension grew frequent, and Baltimore, Pitts- 

burg, and St. Louis were each the center of 

financial disturbances that caused the coun- 
try generally to wonder where the next dan- 
ger spot would be found. As winter came on 
with unusual severity and railroad earnings 
began to show heavy decreases, there was 
-added another cause for uncertainty. Re- 
ports of the steel] and iron conipanies showed 
@ falling off in business equa! to 50 per cent. 
-eompared with corresponding periods in 1902. 

“These facts in the main caused conserva- 
‘tism among financial interests and suggested 
to manufacturerers that the present might 
be an unsatisfactory business 

these considerations came after a severe 
decline in stocks, due to continued liquida- 
‘tion. The end of 1908 found, therefore, little 
-in the horizon to beget hopefulness. 


Three Favorable Developments. 
- But as the year has grown older favor- 
‘able developments have taken the place of 
the unfavorable ones. The banks and-trust 
companies which suspended in the fal! lHqul- 


-. @ated in many instantes their obligations 


and resumed business. Here was a dis- 
tinct gain, which furnished evidence that 
the trouble with the banks was over, and 
the shock which financial sentiment had 
received operated to make banking institu- 
tions throughout the country conservative. 

Following this favorable development, rail- 
earnings have begupr to show a return 
t6 increasing traffic. This is not universal, 
but is true of some of the large western 
systems, while the southern roads have 
shown an uninterrupted gain in earnings 
throughout the winter months. 

In February those who were conducting 
the steel industries began to speak more 
fiopefully of the outlook... They were cer- 
tain they observed distinctive signs of im- 
provement, their opinion being based upon 
While these statements 
@vere received with some Segree of skepti- 
‘cism in the beginning, the quarterly report 
of the United States Steel corporation for 
the three months ended March 31 bear out 
the assertions of those in the trade. The 
steel report shows, for instance, that net 
earnings in January were $2,868,213; in 
February, $4,540,678; in March, $5,800,000. 
March as compared with January shows an 
increase of over 100 per’ cent. February 
shows an increase over January of nearly 
60 per cent. The tonnage statement of the 
corporation shows that while orders on 
hand Dec. 31, 1903, were 3,215,123 tons, the 
orders on March 31 we ,136,961 tons, an 
Increase of 28 per cent. 


Change in Sentiment. 

Im these three matters of banks, railroad 
@arnings, and iron and steel earnings, there 

afforded undoubted testimony of the fun- 
Gamental change in conditions. As a nat- 
@iral result public sentiment shows a turn 
forthe better. This latter is manifested most 
fin the investment of idle fupds in high grade 
securities. There is no rush to make these 
anvestments, but the movement is on. The 
disturbing influence of the presidential cam- 
paign holds back business ventures, accentu- 
ating the feeling of caution, the outgrowth 
pt twelve months of unsettling events. 

As to the immediate course of securities 
prices, there is room fof two opinions. What 
is meant to be pointed out here is the fact 
that general conditions have greatly changed 
for the better. -This fact should act as a 
bracing influence on prices, to render more 
Stable the securities market. But stocks 
‘have already had a good advance, the cam- 
paign is coming on, and the summer months 


are not noted for wgtivitx in stock exchange 


business. 
Bank Statement. 

The beginning of exports of gold has had 
no effect on the stock market, and as yet the 
money market has not taken cognizance 
of the movement: The banks would wel- 
come the export of enough specie to firm up 
the money demand. New York trust com- 
panies are doing business at a loss, on the 
deposits on which they are paying interest.

- Improvement in Building. 


Conditions in wholesale markets made fair . 


progress toward normal activity during the 
week. with the greatest increase in building 
materials. The chief reason for this change 
for the better was the improvement in the 
weather, which, however, still did not per- 
mit much gain in building operations in 
some sections of the country. There was, 


however, marked increase in the aggregate 


of building permits, and moré satisfactory 


year. All 


traffic conditions allowed the movement of 
lumber to reach dimensions larger than 
year for the first time this spring. 

Demand for paints and oils also improved, 
but less in this market than in any other 
in the west, because of less improvement 
here in the weather. Jobbing houses report 
better buying orders for dry goods, clothing, 
millinery, and other lines for prompt ship- 
ment, such buying, having been lighter than 
usual earlier in the year. Transactions in 
groceries and canned goods reached a fair 
total, and other necessities showed about 
normal demand at ateady prices. The move- 
ment of produce to distributing centers was 
hindered during the week by bad country 
roads. which in some lines more than coun- 
terbalanced the improvement in railroad 
facilities. Potatoes advanced 14c this week, 
sales being made as high as $1.15 a bu, 
and supplies in the local market were small, 
with competition among buyers strong. 


Metal Prices Steady. 

There were various pool meetings at New 
York this week. The billet pool reaffirmed 
old prices—namely: $23 Pittsburg and $24 
Chicago, for Bessemer. Trade in the west 


| Was reported quiet, but eastern advices say 


the large producers are well satisfied with 
their sales during the last several weeks 
and that these sales are steadily increasing. 

‘**In almost all departments in the west 


| new orders are reported to be fewer and 


smaller than two or three weeks ago.”’ says 
the Iron and Machinery World, “‘ but speci- 
fications on old contracts are just as heavy 
as they have been at any time this year. 
There is evident! othing the matter with 
the consumption of iron and steel. There 
is no suspicion of weakness in prices and 
the lull may be merely temporary. Some 
strength appeared in pig iron through the 
advancing of prices 25 cents per ton by 
some of the southern: producers. This ac- 
tion is not general, however. It is indicative 
merely of the fact that some important pro- 
ducing interests have their output almost 
conpletely sold for. the quarter ending June 
30, and adopt this method of informing their 
customers that they are out of the market. 

“The railway systems of the west are not 
neglecting the metal market. There is both 
persistency and volume to the tnquiry for 


gteel rails in small or medium size quanti- 


ties and this buying is creating a condition 
of maximum operations at the western rail 
mills. There is also moderate buying of ma- 
terial In other forms by the carriers, and 
some of the orders for railway shop con- 
sumption are of two or three times the ton- 
nage placed several months ago.”’ 


Demurrage Coal Market. 


The Black Diamond says: 
“The strike of coal miners in Iowa has 
resulted in a much larger inquiry for coal for 


shipment to that state from contiguous dis- p holders parted with their long property, and 


tributing points than in some time. These 


inquiries reach Chicago, Milwaukee, Minne- , 


apolis, and St. Paul, Omaha, Kansas City, 
and some few have been received in St. 
Louis. ‘Coal is moving into Iowa to supply 
its wants from Illinois and Indiana on the 
southeast, northern, and western Missouri 
on the south, and Kansas and Arkansas on 
the southwest, not to mention the movement 
from dock points on the great lakes. 

“Many western distributing points show a 
predominance of demurrage coal at this time 
which is exerting a weakening influence on 
prices. Possibly Chicago, of all cities in the 
west, has the largest amount of coal on 
track which is drawing car service or about 
to. ‘There is a large number of cars on track 
and until these are cleaned up there is no 
reason to expect better things. Where there 
is a demurrage market prices on all descrip- 
tions of bitumifious coal have suffered. 

“Little contract business has yet been 
done in the west on the new year’s supply. 
Owing to the delay in wage scale negotiations 
the operators have hardly been in a position 
to mame qpening prices, but it is probable 
more attention will be paid to this matter in 
the immediate future. The anthracite trade 
is showing the most activity in the west of 
any department of the industry. With the 
naming of minimum prices, orders from deal- 
ers have shown a substantial increase and 


coal is moving forward as fast asitcanreach 


here.”’ 
Shortage in Lumber Output.. 

“ Ashland and Duluth lumber men have 
further investigated and compared notes, 
checking over their previous calculations, 
and are more than ever convinced that their 
first estimate of a shortage of 50 per cent 
in this season’s lumber output in the two 
districts, as compared to the total last year, 
is the correct conclusion,’’ says the Ameri- 
can Lumberman. “ The returns cover the 
mills at Ashland, Washburn, Port Wing, 
West Superior, Tower, Virginia, Cloquet, 
and Lake Nebagamon. The amount of lum- 
ber-cut at these points in 1903 was 839,000,000 
feet; this year the total cut will not exceed 
421,000,000 feet. That amount is really a 
serious decline, and enough to have-an effect 
of some character on the market. At first 
blush it seems as if it must force prices 
sharply upward, and that would be the re- 
sult if Lake Superigr pine were the only 
lumber in the market and the demand this 
year were to be maintained at a normal 
pitch. Northern operators should not over- 
look the fact that southern pine, poplar, 
hemlock, basswood, and any kind of lumber 
that can be utilized cuta large figure. There 
may be a pronounced shortage of white pine 
and Norway pine in country yards, but the 
supply of all sorts of, lumber is generally 
sufficient to give the pring trade a good 
start.’

NOTABLE EXPANSION IN VOLUME 
IN LAST MONTH. 


Most Important Developments North- 


ern Securities Decision and Meeting 


of United States Steel Directors —

NEW YORK, April 10.—[Special.]—Wall 
street has been long unaccustomed to such 
a market as that witnessed on the stock ex- 
change last week.

SIDE LIGHT ON NEGRORS, 


ARKANSAS VIEW OF RECENT KILL- 
ING OF THIRTEEN BLACKS. _ 


Between the Races in the County, 
Which Contains 15,000 Whites and 
40,000 Africans—Trouble Alleged to 
Be Caused by the Tendency of the 
Latter to Hold Themselves Up to Be 
“as Good as Any One Else.” 


Pine Bluff, Ark., April 8.—[Editor of The 
Tribune.]—Referring to the article in your 
issue of Sunday, April 3, in regard to the 
recent killing of thirteen negroes in Arkansas 
county, this state, I take the liberty of ask- 
ing you to make some slight corrections in 
the statements contained therein. 

There is no friction between the races in 
this county (Jefferson), which contains 15,000 
white people and 40,000 negroes. There has 
been none since the lynching of two negroes 
here twelve years ago. They had murdered 
a white man, and were hanged to a tele- 
phone pole in front of thecourthouse. There 
was no race excitement at that time, nor 
any threats of vengeance from the negroes, 

There has never been the slightest troubie 
in'the enforcement of the Jim Crow street 
ear law, and the statement that a negro 
woman was shot*by a young white man on a 
street car for attempting to sit between 
him and his sweetheart is untrue. I have 
in ;many instances seen negroes give their 
seats in street cars to white men, and have 
never seen one refuse to do so when request- 
ed, but:such a request is rare, as in crowded 
cars the negroes take the rear platform. 


Negroes as Servants. 


As to domestic servants, as to whether or 
not the negroes make good servants depends 
to a large extent on who hires them. The 
better class of people have no trouble. One 
servant has been in my family ten years, 
another four; and such length of service 
speaks for itself. Nearly all the negroes in 
Pine Bluff deft town last May, being panic- 
stricken by the prophecy of Ellen Burnett, 
a negro girl, that Pine Bluff would be de- 
stroyed by a flood on May 29. When the 
excitement was over the great majority of 
them came back, and are still here. 

Your correspondent’s remarks about the 


part true, but in justice to the better ciass 
of negroes I may add some things I know. 
There is a mill in Pine Bluff engaged in the 
same industry as that described in your 
article, which employs negro labor entirely, 
and never has any trouble. Some of the 
men, perhaps ten, have been with the mill 
since it was started, seven years ago. The 
total pay roll is about sixty. Others have 
been there two, three, and four years. 
Théd porter in the office is a negro, una nas 
been with the mill seven years. He is trusted 
to weigh and pay for seed in the cotton sea-

“ Negro Cause of Trouble.” 


_ That events like those of the last two weeks 
could happen in Arkansas county without 
more excitement is hard to explain to one 
who is not accustomed to the negro. The 
whole trouble is caused by some negro get- 
ting the idea that he is “ as good as a white 
man,” 

If you were really familiar with conditions 
down here you would understand that an 
uppish negro cannot be tolerated with any 
degree of safety. We need the negro so much 
that we could not get along without him, but 
he must keep his place. And the more intel- 
ligent negroes keep their places.
